Did You Know? - Know Your Kids' School 

Parents and guardians have the primary 
responsibility for protecting their children from all 
potential harm. When choosing a nursery, daycare 
center, or school, parents should inspect the 
building and grounds to make sure there are no 
areas where children are present that are “off 
limits” to parents. These types of facilities should 
also have a policy that welcomes parents to visit 
without having to make a prior appointment. The 
director of the diocesan Safe Environment program 
is Linda Severns. She can be contacted at 343- 
3541. 

What message does an inmate want to 
hear? 

If we had to list just ONE thing that makes jail 
ministry a meaningful way to reach out, it would be 
that the people who attend these programs want to 
be there. The opportunity to attend is a choice and 
an earned privilege. For some, this choice means 
being outcast by other inmates. Certainly the path 
to follow Christ presents unique challenges if you 
find yourself “behind bars.” Just what are these 
men and women hoping to hear? One message, in 
particular, is sure to bring light to an inmate’s 
eyes... Imagine for a moment that Jesus sits among 
us in the circle with these folks. He says, “Let me 
show you how important each soul is to Me. Think 
of Me in My humanity—I know firsthand the pull of 
temptation, suffering, and anguish. Now let’s say 
that Satan offered Me every soul on earth, but one. 
I could escape the cross by stepping away from the 
chance to save this one soul—even though this one 
might reject Me and be lost anyway. Would I be 
tempted? Consider that this one soul was yours. 
What do you think I would say? I assure you, I said 
NO. My suffering was for YOU.” Interesting, it’s the 
same message you and I yearn to hear! Christ’s 
endless mercy may be beyond our understanding, 
but its evidence knows no bounds, not even the 
walls of a jail cell. To learn more about Hope For
